The commonage wc begin to look upoh 
almost as an nccumplished fact, unanimous 
and eiK’rgetic agitation being all tliat is 
necessary to nehiovc it ; for wo cannot 
imagine that thr Government will venture 
further to ignore our just chiiius, ad- 
vocated by tlic entire and undivided 
strength of tho community. Hard it is; 
indeed pressing Imnl, that tho miner or 
ciciz;.m is not in a position or permitted to 
graze a horse or a cow without iuciiiTing 
the risk and expense of impounding. Ere 
now, awing to sucli causes, cattle have 
been driven hence to other distviots where 
these drawbacks do not exist, thereby iii- 
ttiusicfilly lcs.sening our capital, and re- 
tarding advAiicemorit— evils of magnitude 
to a young and fimgressing township, 

A public meeting should he called aii 
once to discuss the views wc enunciate, re- 
solutions in iiccorLlance therewith adopted, 
and a committee iippolntod to iiiemorialisQ 
the Superintendent for the prompt grant- 
ing of our reasonable request : the ap' 
preaching wintor rendering the subject a 
matter of imminent anxiety to stock- 
owners, who, under the existing 7'effini^', 
see nothing but starvation for their herd.s, 
to use a slang phrase, “strongly- sticking 
out."

tliG most popular in tho scliooh ia that which 
noiniintos him “ a risible animal.” It is 
oorlain that no other created being indulges 
in laughter, though not a few of tho bnitea 
and b'lrds utter cries which bear a distinct 
resemblance to tlie merry sound. Tlie savage 
seldom, if ever, Jauglis, whioii goes far to 
■signify the great gulf between liigli intelli- 
gence luitl the degraded man. Convoi'sely, 

I very few pbilosophers laugh ; not from want 
of capacity, but ratlior from weariness, as- 
! oeticisra, or (more commonly) .aQectation. A 
felicitous line has done much to snp 2 >ress 
laugiitcr-— ' TJie loud laugh proclaims tho 
vacant mind." In deference to this state- 
ment many men check a natural impulse for 
the .sake of being classed with minds too pre- 
()ccu 2 )led with superior reHection to indulgo 
in cachinnation. Another favorite quotation 
against exuberant expression of meiTinient is 
quoted from even a higher autbority, —"The 
langliter of fools is as the crackling of thorns 
! under a pot.’’ Tliose unfortunate folk whose 
laugiitcr is exhibited in a sort of crepitation 
have tills scrijitural " bogey ” to frtghten 
] them into discreet smiling, for the sa'xe of 
; an iippoaranoo of sapience. Tliere are tivo 
I modes of ex2>rc3sing merriment, witli or 
j Without rc-ason. No man should ask another 
I why lie I.auglis, or at what, seeing tliat lie 
' docs not always know, and that if he does, 

I lie is not a responsible agent. Langliter is 
technically S2>eaking, an inv.dnntary action 
of certain inu.ic!es, developed in tlie human 
species liy tiie process of civilisation ; and the 
pceiiliayitk's of langiung are so multifarious 
tl'.at it is almost lioiieless to attempt to clas- 
sify them. It is certain tliat a stupid rustic 
is generally found on the broad grin, hut 
this is no sympton of the function of risi- 
liility ; it is nierciy the vacant stare and open 
nifintli of ignorant admiration, and far re- 
moved from ihe ]«rccptivc huiuori.st. It is 
not everybody who knows how to laugh. ;\. 
discreet supiiression of nierriuient adds iuli- 
nitii ?.est to t!ie enjoyment of laughter, while 
a “lirirso-hiugli ” gi’atiiies neither its oivner 
mir_tlie liakmer. .\ll of us Inive some ac- 
(■[naintauce with, .aiul diserimimition between, 
tile iiioi'e deiined types of laughter. A 
"titter” is at once silly and annoying, and 
more intolcraldc than .a hearty burst of dei i- 
sioii ; aoiiiu men always titter when they 
wi oil to express men'iuicnt, but tlie means 
they employ never conveys tho idea of full 
enjoyment. Some men "chuckle”; this has 
two signitl-atiic.is — either malevolence or In- 
ward gL-atilicaiion. A eliuerful chuckle will 
niton set a tauie in good humor ; it is so con- 
tagious alien unaccompanied by the foupnui 
nf imkimlncss or sarcasm. There is a i'cl'U- 
hiv gamut of langliter from the genial " Ha, 
ha !” the iusqnd " He, he tlio full-toned, 
cheery, fat “Ho, lio !” to tho covert .and 
satirical “Ugh, ugh!” Men are known bv 
their forms of expressing joy ; and to a 
woman, a i>leas.ant, bright laugh is a great 
gift, and one dlliiciilt of imitatinn. Mrs 
Nisbet had a laugh which rang like .silver 
j iicils, and slie made immense stock out of 
this J iiivariablv prefacing her entrance nn 
I ilie stage by a burst of joyous and melodious 
; luliirity. Her audience had its own way of 
j exi're.ssiiig delight tno, and amongst crowds 
I w]n) are witnessing an amusing perfnmiance 
' it is worth while to notu tlic various ty]ics. 
tVe all know the innocent, gond-teiuporod 
huigliler wliieli rolls through a theatre, like 
a ivave of the sen, at some broad jest on tho 
stage. Tliis is pnre.st melody tn the come- 
dian, passing for the music of the spheres. 
Tlien, nf individual laughs, tliere is that of 
the man who tremendously enjoys a joke, 
but always tikes it when tlie time for I.iugh- 
t.'r has passed. This incongruity invariably 
amuses the Imuso, wlio tuni aiid'lcnk for the 
u'llncliy mail with joyous facoi. Tlteii wo 
have ilic mall who.se laughter is like liissiiig ; 
there is scarcely .an audicrce wlioro this 
iniisanoe is not jircsent, and lie is really 
d ingL'i'iiiis. He laughs through his closed 
teeth, aiicl, though he ino.ans applause, he 
conveys the sound of disajiprobatiuii. Then 
tiii'i'e is the treliie hiugliLer of children i 
swcot, liniie.it, iniinccnt ; always dcliglitfui 
and humanising to listen to. Then tliere is 
tiio “ bursting, " or suppressed laugh, wliicIi 
is very iiiEec tinns, and will nin along a lino 
of people w'.io have no idcawliy they laugh, 
hut caiiiioL help it. It is painful to supjircss 
laughter, and iiinrc healthy to give it free 
vent. A “ good laugh,” as they say, dispels 
tlie va])onr.s, iulhitcs and oxygenates tho 
Imig.s, prniiiotea and improves circiilatiDn, 
aud giver, a helping hand to the licait. Itvs 
a iiiiuliciii fact that peiqilri of cheerful dis- . 
pne.uoii eiij"y lietler health than the satur- 
nine. It may li,’ said that cause is here con- 
i' I'nuiided with efleot, but n;:r dispo.sitinii ia 
created in a mea-uro bv ourself, and even 
iiiiiigcstinn can be laughed at if our tcTupoir.- 
iiiuiit IS kindly, and we are dis]in.scd to en- 
dio'c wiihoiit gunibling. I.imghtcr is the 
s ifetv-valvc of moniiiic.'it, and whatever the 
):0 :t.< may .say nf the sciiliiiieiil of a sigh, wo 
wniihl rather dispense wltii jih.'iiitnsy and .yih 
fjirasmile.

Conctming Magistrates and’Polke. 

My Lucubratioa was aneut Oliver 
Ororuvrelt: my preseat has to <io with 
matters of every-day occiirroaco^ — with 
Magistrates and Police, and chieBy with 
the latter. Magistrates genorally, and 
especially the colonial “great unpaid,” 
have always been a great mystery to me. 
They seem so often to have eiich peculiar 
brains, such queer idiosyncracies, such 
strange likes and dislikes, “-that I have 
coiao to re^' rd them as simply iucorapre- 
heiisible. a Melbourne paper lately con- 
tained an article from which the follow- 
ing is an excerpt 

** A singular ballucmation seems to have fast- 
ened upon tlie minds of Magistrates, police and 
otherwise, throughout the civilised world, 
They act os if aom« despotic authority had 
placed tliein above the laws of their country, 
and had empowered them to subordinate those 
laws to their own sweet wills. So coruplebely 
do they assume this to be the case, that the 
Judges of the land would not venture to do as 
they do, or to be a law only unto themselves, as 
they claijn to be. Where the Judges fear to 
tread, the Magistrates boldly step in, and in- j 
vad .3 the paths of precedent, wth an audacity ' 
that would be ridiculous, if it were not mis- 
chievous. Your Judge, in truth, does not 
magnify his oQice ; your Magistrate, no matter 
how insignificant, or how ignorant, is the self- 
constituted Grand Panjandrum of every petty 
court, and a tyrant, or a patron, according to 
hia varying humor. In plain English, ho his 
appointed to dispense the Statute laws, and he 
administer instead to the irregular ciassss, who 
make bis acquaintance, certain nostrums of his 
own composing, or no nostrums at all. In many 
instances hia police-ridden audiences are simply 
“cautioned and discharged,’^ in defiance of the 
interests of society, and of the laws made for 
the protection of society ; but wo hear nothing 
more of these gross improprlecios than the 
perennial newspaper com plaints, which are 
rniaed concerning them. The enquiry presses : 
From whence do the Magistracy derive their 
extraordinary powers ? And side by side with 
this enquiry, varioui incidental questions pre- 
sent tlietnsclves. If it be UTilawfnl to get drunk 
aud disorderly j to fight in the streets ; and to 
commit the thousand and one olfcnsivc acts, in 
which vagaboiida. loafers, and rowdies deliglit, 
what right has any Magistrate, or any Ucuch of 
MaqUtrates to ignore the unlawful act, and to 
intlict fines and penalties or remit them a» their 
own pleasure. Who iuvesfed the Magistrate 
with the authority 50 to utruiu the law ; and to 
substitute hia own feeble discretion for the 
judgineut of society? Who clothed a paid 
servant of the pubiic u itli this sovereign power ; 
and M'ho placed the mere honorary Ju-'sbice in 
this autocratic position ? The .answer distinctly 
is, ^■obody. Nobody, not even the Sovereign, 
— not even the Sovereign, backed by all the 
Judges who ever wore enuine— can act the 
Magistracy above the laws, as they audaciously 
set themselves. T'leir acts, which do not 
square with the Statutes r»f the realm, are 
illegal in the worst sense of the w.ird ; and they 
ought to he tanuht this, if they do not under- 
stanil it.” 

Oiu' New Zealand magistrates may taken 
lesson from this Melhuurnc’- homily. 

Now for a woj’d about the Police, — a 
very useful ami respectable body of lucu 
in the muin. . No one objects to give the 
{>oUce force their due share of prai'ie , — 
b\it, when they deserve it, they must he 
content to swallow a bolus of Now, 

there is such a thing as being over-zealous 
in the performance of duty. It too often 
happens in up-country towns, where the 
police usually have an. easy time of it, that 
for lack of other employment Mr Constable 
becomes painfully alive to matters which 
really do not concern him, — and John 
Brown, who ii.sed to be a good natuved, 
decent fellow before he entei'ed the Force 
and donned the blue imiform, becomes 
splenetic and disagreeable. — a man to be 
Blnuined and avoided. He was fond of a 
quiet glass; but woe betide the visitor or 
straggler who now crosses his path “ witli 
the sign of drink upon liim.” It is then 
an inevitable case of “ Lock-np,” and in 
the morning fined XI (equally inevitable,) 
or in default 21 hours of punishinotit in 
the shape of useless detention. To such 
an. extent is this police persecution carried 
in some towns that men wlio live and work 
at some distance from the township are 
almost afraid to “ come in” on a Saturday 
night, (or indeed at any time,) for fear — 
as a digger expressed it the other day — they 
may be “ picked up,” if they get an extra 
ghiss with a friend, Tiio publicans and 
storekeepers of the town very justly com- 
plain of this atato of things. And the 
diggers growl at it fiercely. The police 
generally are not aware apparently tliat 
(Irunkcuncss per ae is nob a statutable 
offence; to constitute an offence a person 
mmt he hath druf.k and disorderly. If a 
liard-wojKtlng, honest man takes a glass or 
two too much and still behaves himself do 
cently, he is not a fit subject for the lock- 
up, and it is a piece of impertinence for 
any constable to interfere with him unless 
it be for the purpose of seeing him safely 
to his home or his lodgings. It is simply 
barbarous to teke up such a man and leave 
him in a cold cell for ten or twelve hours, 
— to shiver, and probably contract a severe 
cold. Tlicn, in the sunny morning, the 
imfortun.ate is coolly told that if he likes 
to pay XI “ bail" ho will bo let out of Ilia 
cag > — like a whipped dog oat of its kennel. 



Mr Crawford, tha experienced Resident 
Magistrate of Wellington, not very long 
ainco clearly expounded the law on this 
point to one of these over-zealous constables. 
If a man is drunk and disorderly, you may 
lock him up ; but if a man is oiaiply tipsy, 
is inofleusive, and trying to make his way 
home, it ii the constable's duty to as^t 
hlmf or at any rate not to iutei fero witii 
him, and next morning dispace a respec- 
table man before the public. The poHcn 
ai*e I fear, too anxious to get “ cases,” and 
to put pounds into the Government chest ; 
but they should discharge their duties with 
discretion, ami not treat resjiectable men 
as vagabonds, loafers, or rowdies.

Which 
tho witness did, amid roars of laughter.

June 1, ISTl. 

What a i)lea3ant contrast has this autumn 
boon to the last ; for instead of pointing the 
hose in an oilskin coat all day, or standing 
lilyj a swab with electricity telegraphing 
through one’s bonus, we have enjoyed splen- 
did weather almost without cessation for two 
months past. Daring May, there have been 
25 clays clear, fiiie weather, 3 days windy, 
and 4 days stormy. The only drawback liaa 
been occasional hard frosts at night to impede 
onr sluicing operations. May disappeared 
with a snow storm, but the sun is coming out 
again to remove tlie table-cloth off St. Ba- 
thans. 

When I read such mournful accounts of 
hard times, dejiression of trade, want of 
kvorlc, &c., from all parts of the country, and 
yet learn from private sources how healthy 
and pi'oapci'ons the connimnities of different 
districts arc, 1 cannot help suspecting that 
the trumpet (d dissatisfaction is blt>wn by 
those who believe only in the royal road to 
affluence. I venture to as-sei-t tlmt there are 
very few total abstainers to be found among 
the dispirited, the swagger.^, or Hie .destitute 
of New Zealand. Tho real secret, or, to mo- 
dify my Yciuark, I will say tlie chief reason, 
that settlement is found difficult to encourage 
is simply because the puMic-liuiise is pre- 
ferred to the Post-ollico Savings Bank, and 
the gi‘Og-shanty to the public-lionse. With 
all the piteous lamcutatiou about tho mise- 
ries of Now Zealand life, bud government, 
heavy taxes, and imninierable otlicr evils, it 
would not re<piire very great labour of search 
into the iiniuds of its history during ten years 
past to prove that, in comparison with its 
population and that of any other country in 
the world, more fortunes have been made, 
aud more families at home aiul abroad raised 
to independence aud supported, than in any 
other country in the same space of time. 
There is no doubt that Nesv' Zealand has 
been suiTerlng a recovery from too strong a 
dose of gambling speculation, and too great a 
rush of advDiiturers, who brought with them 
a fever that sjiread its dangerous and conta- 
gious influence thrmigli the hone aud sinew 
of the land. The Banting system has been 
applied with good effect ft>r four years piist, 
and now settlement, coiitentmeut, and jwus- 
perity will steadily ensue. Of course it is to 
be hoped tliat she will not have credit enough 
to borrow more than two millions, f<3i' that 
sum is as much as she can afford to borrow 
and remain solvent ; and even then she will 
require prudent, far-.seeingsttit3smon t»> con- 
trol the i^xpenditure, or we shall have to en- 
dure iu a few years far heavier taxes than the 
stamp duty, which is complained of so bit- 
terly at the iirescnt day. 

As the Assembly will probably meet in 
July, my mate wishes- to give them .so:iic ad- 
vice how to act on behalf of the mining in- 
terest. In the first phice (says Tom), do not 
strain at a gnat, and swallow a camel. Do 
not imagine that the diggers arc such nmnb- 
skuUs as not to see thnmgli any little dodges 
of individual members to gain district pojm- 
hvrity. Do not think to gather laurels by 
little finical reductions iu taxes, such as the 
Conference are making : ti> wit, two-and-six- 
penny certificates to be only one shilling ; no 
charges for water-rights ; forms to lie given 
gratis ; and all such utter bosh, which at the 
best relievos tho miner of a tax at a penny a 
mail per annum. No, no. Pray, my dear 
members, think m>thing of x>latforui oratory 
in your adopted villages ; discard from youv 
minds brilliant receptions, public diiiuers, 
tesbinn>nials, and such like ; ljut rather use 
your brains, talents, :ind time to carry out 
the work you have undei'taken, with a reso- 
lution (however much you may he uilanndcr- 
stood) to act honestly, openly, and fearlessly. 
Cling to no man’s coat tails iu the rcfrosli- 
ment room ; but raise yoiiv hands on that 
side of the ([uestion to which your own sense 
and conscience may lead yon. By all means, 
young memljci's, pay becoming deference and 
rcsjiect to ohl statesmen in whose integrity 
you have confidence ; but :ivoid Initton-hob 
iiig and earwigging as you love independence 
of action. And if, on returning to your con- 
stituency, yon find your efforts not appre- 
ciated, yon will nevertheless enjoy a reward 
far better than public api>lausc— an imvard 
satisfaction tliat ymi were no man's toady, 
and acted tfj the host of your judgincnt for 
the good of your district. Before giving ymiv 
vote for reducing taxes, take heed that you 
arc not paving the way fm* hB:vvicr and more 
burdcnsoinc impositions : and consi<ler also 
aiiotiicv important point, vix., that taxes 
.slumld not only be even, in the yoke on the 
people (as in income-tax), but that the syatom 
of collecting should be e;usy and without iiiiidi 
expense. 

Now, although it is against the immediate 
interests of tlic class I represent^! must can- 
didly confess that the gold export duty is a 
fair tax, not much felt, :ind collected h.y a 
more economical process than any other tax 
in New Zealand. 

The miuQv’s right tax is not burdensome, 
and tlie privileges of utterly doslrnyiug so 
much Crown land, which tho miner’s right 
gives, is jmrohased very cheaply, ’fliu miners 
as a body do not complain of this. It is 
sim]dy a complaint laised at the hu.stings by 
stump orators as a popular cry, — like Down 
n ith the Sf[Uatter ! Cai?itato thoOhineso ! Up 
with the Rag ! Bravo Smilcr ! with ivhistling 
through tho fingers, and many othei’ absiir- 
ditiea perpetrated at political niectings. Per- 
haps aenne would imagine that our claims 
(Tom’s and mine) >»Ad water-shares are pay- 
ing so w'cll that shall ho able soon to be- 
coino squatter^ are therefore taking now 
notions ; biit/ 5 i^n'i*..Ac>t tho case. Our in- 
. torcBtfl arc tnhi^rin mining, and^ onr 

' proclivitieB runholder’o rights 



only lean so far that wo liave a horse and a 
goat, and we prefer mutton to pork. We 
also like to tread on a soft slieexiskin when 
we turn out of our bu!il:s. Beyond this con- 
nection with the squaitoi'3, and our peifect 
willingness that tliey sluill be allowed to 
enjoy tlie iirivilegcs they jiay for with their 
own money, wc neither liolil, jior would wo 
Gucuiirage, any partisanship. But we have 
oars of our own, and we like to pull in tho 
direction we believe to be safest, and not 
always to follow the stream, wliicli has before 
now carried many a fair barque into the 
rapids. 

As Tom has nothing more to say to the 
nierabers, I will close my letter with a few 
items of local intelligence.

Locality 
f.avmirable for farming ciuinccted with min- 
ing. Water siijqily for irrigation limited na- 
turally, but could be obtained artificially. - 

Locau News. — A wedding on Heservoir 
ITill. Several new bouses built in the neigh- 
bourhood. Signs of settlement prevailing. 
Goat nuisance increasing. More butchers 
arrived ; cheaper meat. 4lb loaf Is Od yet ; 
oats, Gs a busliol ; chaff, 8s aewt. ; potatoes, 
8s a cwt. ; cartage, £ff a ton. — Tom, who has 
just come over from the township, says a new 
Commissioner has been aj)]>ointed, and our 
man is going away. Tom says tlmt as our 
man Inn; been a (Joniniissioner, the appoint- 
ment of ruiother over his head is illegal ; but 
I do not intoi'feve with sneh matters, and can 
only say that T have a great rr^gard for our 
man, and liope he will di> well whorever he 
goes ; he luis my best wishes for his welfare.

O.itlis are :ibolished, and flags of truce aro 
not recognised. 

The Queen of the Thames is reported to 
be lost. 

The Woman’s Suffrage Bill was defeated 
in Parliament. 

Tlie Comiminista liavu re-occupled Fort 
Issy. 

General llisol refuses a flag of truce. 

Tho Verriaillcs army is actively investing 
Piiris. 

The shells from Versailles fell iut«) the Rue 
Vaugioroml, killing several persons iu tlio 
street. 

The Prussians demand a strict adherence 
to the terms of the capitulation. 

Ifeavy fighting took place between the Im- 
perialists and the Cointnuuists nn tlie 2nd. 

Foi*t Issy and other posts have been alter- 
nately cai»liired and recaiiturcd. 

In the light at Clamart, there was terrible 
slaughter ; Ihrco Unnilred insurgents were 
bayoneted. The insurgents occupied Ncuilly, 
and the tight tenninaied indecisively. 

General Megyhc Wiis cmirt-iuavtiallcd for 
abandoning Fort Issy. 

Torpedoes arc idaecd near the southern 
forts. On trying them, live houses wuro 
blown up.
